BEECH-RIVERS PURPLE. The best of all the purple leaved trees, with the 
possible exception of the Schwedler Maple. We have some fine specimens to- 
offer this season. For prices see page 3. 

CHINESE MAGNOLIAS. We have a line lot of these trees, and wo grow and 
handle them in sucli a way that they are almost sure to live. Every plant we 
send out has a compact ball of earth on the roots, We offer tho following 
varieties : 

Alexandria. Flowers white, marked with pink, .the most vigorous grower. 

Speciosa. Tree a good grower, naturally making a compact, round headed tree, 
the flowers are most abundant and in color are white with slight markings 
of pink at the base of the petals. 

Soulangeana. Deep pink flower of large size, one of the best sorts. 

Lenne. Dark red flowers, very large. 

Stellata (HaUeann). A most beautiful dwarf variety. Very rare. The flowers 
are semi-double, pure white and very fragrant. Blossoms in April, earlier 
than the other varieties. For prices of Magnolias see page 5. 

CEDRELA SINENSIS. Any one who wants something nice and wants It quickly 
should plant one of these trees. A specimen planted in Fairmount Park, 
Philadelphia, ten years ago, is now about 30 feet high and nearly as many in 
width. Last spring we planted some little wisps, about the size of knitting- 
needles, in our nursery, and they are now about four feet high and nearly an 
inch in diameter. The leaves are put together on the style of the Locust leaf, 
and are about three feet long. In general style the tree resembles the Ailan- 
thus, but it is entirely free from Its disagreeable odor. See page 4 for price. 

SCHWEDLER’S MAPLE. A beautiful variety of the Norway Maple. The 
foliage which is very large, is bright purple when it first comes out, it after¬ 
wards turns green. See page 5 for prices and sizes. 

COLORADO BLUE SPRUCE. (Picea Pangens.) We have some very fine 
highly colored specimens of this most beautiful tree. See page 8 for prices. 

WEEPING NORWAY SPRUCE. (Abies excelsa inverta.) A most curious and 
graceful tree. It should be tied up to a stake for a few years in order to allow 
it to get sufficient height to exhibit its peculiarities. When thus trained the 
side branches fall directly downward, and with their rich covering of foliage 
drape the stem as a robe falls around the person. See page 8 for prices. 

JAPANESE CYPRESS. ( Retinispora ,) A mo3t beautiful group of evergreens, 
much hardier than the Lawson Cypress. We offer three varieties. Retinis¬ 
pora Pisifera. The type. A fine tree of medium size with foliage resembling 
the Arbor Vitae, but much more delicate in general effect, it considerably re- 
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semble3 the Lawson Cypress, but the foliage is of a lighter color. Retinispora 
Squamosa is not so large a growing tree as the preceding. Its habit of 
growth is peculiar and may be described as cylindrical. The foliage is 
needle-shaped and of a soft, silvery blue color. Retinispora Plumosa Aurea is 
the brightest golden evergreen that is hardy in this latitude. See page 7 for 
prices. 

CLEMATIS. We have in stock more than twenty-five varieties of this beautiful 
climber, and have room here to mention but two of them. Hme. Edouard 
Andre is a new sort, first exhibited in this country at the Chicago Exposition. 
It is larger than Jackmanni, nearly as free a bloomer, and the flowers are 
red. Clematis Panicttlata is a small flowering variety, blooming about the 
first of September. It is as fragrant a3 a Jasmine, a tremendous grower and 
a most free bloomer. In our opinion this vine ranks in value with the Boston 
Ivy, (Ampelopsis Veitchii.)
